FEWER  OLD  COWS  IN  STATE  DAIRY  HERDS 

The  percentage  of  older  milk  cows  on  Wis- 
consin farms  is  declining  while  the  percentage 
of  younger  milk  cows  is  rising.  Those  are 
trends  since  the  mid  1950‘s. 

A recent  survey  conducted  by  the  Wisconsin 
Crop  Reporting  Service  in  March  indicated  that 
older  cows  are  less  numerous  in  dairy  herds  than 
even  a few  years  ago.  A number  of  them  are 
still  on  farms  because  they  are  holding  up  well 
as  extra  heavy  milk  producers.  This  along  with 
calf  production  from  good  breeding  stock  is  keep- 
ing them  around.  Cows  of  younger  ages  on  the 
other  hand  are  much  more  in  evidence.  Shifts 
toward  keeping  milk  cows  of  younger  age  be- 
came evident  with  the  undertaking  of  the  sur- 
veys, started  in  1955.  Cows  over  7 years  old 
accounted  for  11  percent  of  (continued  to  page  8) 


USDA  MAY  TERMINATE  BASE -EXCESS 
PROVISIONS  OF  NORTHEAST  ORDER 

The  USDA  announced  proposals  to  terminate 
base-excess  provisions  of  the  Federal  milk  mar- 
keting order  for  the  Northeastern  Wisconsin  mar- 
ket. USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  said 
the  termination  was  requested  by  cooperatives 
which  represent  substantial  numbers  of  the  pro- 
ducers in  the  area. 

Producers  in  the  Chicago  milk  marketing 
order  recently  testified  at  a hearing  to  eliminate 
their  base-excess  provision,  that  the  provision  has 
served  its  purpose  in  reducing  seasonal  fluctua- 
tions in  milk  production.  The  Northeastern  Wis- 
consin milk  marketing  order  base-excess  plan 
is  patterned  after  that  in  the  Chicago  order. 
The  proposal  was  published  in  the  Federal  Regis- 
ter on  July  17.

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FEDERAL  MILK  MARKETING  ORDERS,  PART  III 
How  the  Secretary  Decides 
Whether  an  Order  is  Needed 


The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  bases  his  findings 
on  the  facts  and  views  presented  at  the  public 
hearing.  Witnesses  at  the  hearing  must  therefore 
be  prepared  to  enter  into  the  record  adequate  and 
well-prepared  evidence  as  to  the  facts  and  con- 
ditions that  gave  rise  to  the  petition  for  an  order. 
This  kind  of  evidence  usually  requires  the  serv- 
ices of  experts  in  marketing,  production  eco- 
nomics, and  statistics. 

Moreover,  when  a petition  is  made  to  the 
Secretary  to  set  up  an  order  in  a market  which 
has  not  previously  been  under  regulation,  a pro- 
posed order  must  be  submitted.  A proposed  order 
must  set  forth  in  detail  all  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions which  are  thought  to  be  necessary  or  de- 
sirable for  inclusion  in  the  final  order. 

This  detailed  groundwork  in  preparation  for  a 
hearing  is  essential  because  a milk  marketing 
order  is  a legal  instrument,  designed  to  regulate 
effectively  a highly  organized  industry,  and  its 
strength  depends  on  the  soundness  of  the  evidence 
presented  in  support  of  it  at  the  public  hearing. 

It  is  not  possible  prior  to  the  public  hearing 
for  AMS 's  Milk  Marketing  Orders  Division  to  ob- 
tain directly  (through  its  own  personnel)  all  the 
background  facts  and  data  needed  to  draft  a pro- 
posed order  for  a new  market  area.  The  Di- 
vision does  advise  regarding  the  types  and  kinds 
and  sources  of  data  needed,  but  expert  non- gov- 
ernment help  is  always  necessary  to  assist  in  set- 
ting up  an  adequate  basis  for  a Federal  Marketing 
order.

all  the  state's  cows  in  the  1963  survey.  This 
compares  with  nearly  16  percent  in  1955.  There 
was  little  change  in  the  7 year-olds  during  the 
period,  nor  in  the  6 year-olds.  The  survey  this 
year  showed  almost  9 and  13  percent  respectively 
for  the  7 and  6 year  age  groups.  No  other  age 
group  showed  as  much  percent  stability  as  did 
these  two  age  groups. 

The  3,  4,  and  5 year-old  cows  all  increased 
in  relative  importance  since  1955.  Those  three 
age  groups  taken  together  accounted  for  over  half 
of  the  state's  milk  cows  in  the  1963  survey,  and 
a little  over  44  percent  in  1955.  Five  year-old 
cows  made  up  nearly  16  percent  of  the  milk  cow 
population.
